REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose a constant- voltage 
circuit including a constant-current portion; a reference voltage portion; and an output portion 
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with the recited connections and operations set forth therein. In particularly, the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest the constant-voltage circuit including the reference voltage 
portion for outputting a first reference voltage in response to the first control signal while the 
start signal is in the inactive state and for outputting a second reference voltage higher than the 
first reference voltage in response to the first control signal while the start signal is in the active 
state; and the output portion for outputting a constant internal voltage in response to the second 
control signal. 

Claims 2-6 are allowed because they depend on claim 1 .
